
Town council to buy ‘Marshlands’ 


DEVON County Council has agreed to 
sell the Marshlands building in Harbour 
Road for a ‘knockdown’ £86,000 to 
Seaton Town Council. 

Seaton town councillors unanimously re¬ 
solved to acquire the building, and the price was 
revealed in a statement issued on Wednesday, 
November 4th. 

The town council will use the former day care 
centre to serve the community in many ways, 
offering community and commercial opportu¬ 
nities to provide a range of provisions such 
as day care, educational and art facilities, 
room hire, youth facilities, catering opportuni¬ 
ties, office space and a licensed ceremonies 
room. 

The purchase cost will be met from the coun¬ 
cil’s general reserves, and will not affect council 
tax bills. 

As district and county councils look to de¬ 
volve assets to the lowest tier of government, 
Seaton Town Council said it is committed to se¬ 
curing significant assets for the benefit of the 
local community. 

Seaton Mayor Tony Woodman said: “I am 
thrilled that the council has decided to purchase 
the Marshlands building. 

“After the Willoughby House debacle some 
years ago, and the failure to acquire the St 
Clare’s premises, current town councillors see 
this as a magnificent asset for Seaton, and we 
got it at a greatly reduced price.

New measures to stop ‘boy racers’ 


EAST Devon District Council will put barriers 
at the front of the Jurassic car park - to try 
and curtail anti social behaviour in its prem¬ 
ises. 

At an EDDC council meeting, councillors de¬ 
cided that speed bumps, originally proposed 
at the entrance and exits, would ultimately be 
a waste of time and money and instead de¬ 
cided on the more radical idea to install lock- 
able barriers at the entrance and appropriate 
measures at the exits, such as one way spikes 
called ‘dragon’s teeth’. 

The original proposal, following a report from 
Service Lead for Environmental Health and 
Car Parks, Andrew Ennis, called for speed 
bumps at the Underfleet car park - also 
known as the Jurassic car park - and at Sid- 


mouth’s Manor Road car park but was quickly 
shot down by members of the council. 

The members of the public who spoke on 
the agenda item, raised the possibility of lock- 
able barriers, which was roundly agreed upon 
by cabinet members following discussions 
which included the possibility of Seaton Town 
Council being responsible for the locking of 
the barriers and making the closing hours of 
the car park flexible in case of public events 
taking place. 

The original cost for the speed bumps at 
both the Sidmouth Manor Road car park and 
at the Jurassic car park would’ve been £5,000. 
The lockable barriers and appropriate exit 
measure will also come from existing budgets 
but will probably cost the council a little more.

TOWNS and villages throughout Pulman’s 
Country paid homage on Sunday to the war 
dead in remembrance services and parades 
which attracted, in most locations, excellent 
attendances. 

Although it is 70 years since the end of the 
last global conflict, the world remains a very 
dangerous and volatile place. 

A day rarely passes without news of some 
atrocity which underlines the vigilance which 
nations have to maintain and which necessi¬ 
tates our Armed Services putting their lives at 
risk on a daily basis. 

The remembrance weekend throws the spot¬ 
light on the essential work of the Royal British 
Legion, an organisation which rightly com¬ 
mands huge respect from the nation and 
whose role today is just as crucial as it ever 
was. 

Regular readers of this column will know that 
I am a big supporter of the Legion. They do fan¬ 
tastic work, mostly in the community. 


The Legion raises and spends millions of 
pounds every year, caring for serving and ex- 
service personnel and their families, much of 
which is financed through the annual Poppy 
Appeal which sees collectors who stand in all 
winds and weathers on street corners shaking 
their tins.

A YOUNG war veteran, who was raised in East 
Devon, helped Prime Minister David Cameron 
launch the Royal British Legion Poppy Appeal in 
London. 

Lyndon Chatting-Waiters was badly injured by 
an improvised explosive devise in July 2008 in 
Afghanistan at the age of 18. He was blown 60 feet 
into a Taliban ambush position from his position 
as top gun cover in a vehicle. 

He returned to the front line in 2010, but was 
medically discharged from the Army in 2013 be¬ 
cause of his original injuries. 

Lyndon is employed by Battle Back Rehabilita¬ 
tion Centre in Leeds, which is funded by the The 
Royal British Legion. The centre provides sports 
and activities for wounded, injured and sick serv¬ 
ice men and women from all the armed forces. 

In addition to his role there, Lyndon has also 
qualified as a WWI Battlefield Tour Guide. 

His mother Sharon, of Axminster, described his 
participation in the Poppy Appeal launch as “a 
proud mum moment".

Last year the French government announced it 
wanted to recognise the heroism and determina¬ 
tion of all surviving veterans of the Normandy 
landings, and of the wider 1944 campaigns to lib¬ 
erate France, with the Legion d'Honneur.

New Beer church 
artwork unveiled 

A BEAUTIFUL and unique piece of artwork has 
been unveiled in St Michael's Church in Beer. 

The dramatic felt screen, measuring two me¬ 
tres wide by 1.25m deep, was created by artist 
Fiona Evans, who is well known in the area for 
her work with the Seriously Occasional Singers 
(SOS) in Beer and the Seaton Babes and Ballads 
group. 

The screen was lovingly created over three 
months with one side depicting bright and 
sunny scenes from Beer beach, with help from 
local school children, while the other side offers 
a more contemplative alternative. 

“The first time I came to Beer and walked down 
the slipway to the beach I thought the view was 
mind-blowing and that was the basis for that 
side of the screen," said Fiona. 

“It is for the children to look at in church and 
there are also some hidden treasures in there 
for them to find. 

“The other side, which is entirely made out of 
natural materials, is of a meandering path 
through the woods where I live. It is a place to 
come and reflect, listen and look." 

The idea for the commissioned screen came 
from Gayle Chappie, who is a church warden at 
St Michael's and is a member of Fiona's SOS 
singing group. 

“Following the re-ordering work in the church 
we decided we need a new curtain between the 
children's area and the small side chapel area 
but after visiting an exhibition we decided 
something a little more imaginative that a cur¬ 
tain was required," said Gayle. 

“We thought it would be nicer to have some¬ 
thing brighter to welcome people as they came 
into the church so I asked Fiona what she could 
do. 

“She got a grant from the Arts Council to make 
the piece and I think it is absolutely brilliant."

plug the gaps. But Stagecoach have since con¬ 
firmed that they will not be altering their existing 
bus routes. 

“Your proposal to divert alternate 52A journeys 
via Beer instead of Sidmouth is not desirable in our 
view because of the substantial number of passen¬ 
gers that we carry to Sidmouth," said a statement 
from Stagecoach South West commercial manager 
Robert Williams. 

“The 52A/52B is entirely self sustaining without 
any public funding at the moment... the main rea¬ 
son the 52 exists is to provide a link between Exeter 
and Sidmouth, so we would be making a risky gam¬ 
ble that the likely loss in patronage from a reduced 
service to Sidmouth would be offset by a gain in 
passengers from Beer." 

Cllr Westlake and her fellow councillors admitted 
the news was disappointing even if it didn't come as 
a huge surprise. 

“It means all those people who used to take the 
bus to get into the (Royal Devon & Exeter) hospital 
will now be driving in and that will cause even 
greater problems for parking," added Cllr Westlake. 

“I would like to get in contact with the hospital to 
see if they could support our argument. I am not 
sure what they can do but I think it is worth fighting 
on."

More hospital bed closures on the way 


A LEAKED letter has revealed 
that hospital bed closures are 
planned for Sidmouth, Seaton, 
Honiton and Ottery St Mary. 

The closures are said to be 
temporary and part of a 15-bed 
package also affecting commu¬ 
nity hospitals in Exmouth and 
Exeter. 

Sidmouth, Seaton and Honi¬ 
ton will each see two beds 
close, whilst the figure is three 
for Ottery, the letter reveals. 

In addition, the Minor Injuries 
Unit in Sidmouth will also close 
temporarily. 

Northern Devon Healthcare 
NHS Trust (NDHT), which man¬ 
ages the hospitals, did not in¬ 


form Pulmon’s View , but the 
details are in a leaked letter to 
stakeholders, dated November 
2nd. 

NDHT Chief Executive Dr Ali¬ 
son Diamond wrote: “We have 
had a spending limit (cap) on the 
amount of our budget that we 
can spend on agency staff im¬ 
posed. 

“We do not have permission 
to breach this limit and there¬ 
fore were required to consider 
how we temporarily reconfigure 
our services in the safest pos¬ 
sible way. 

“Our approach was to explore 
only those proposals that 
maintained quality of care, ad¬ 


dressed the risks of over-re¬ 
liance on agency staff and 
which had the least impact on 
patients and our clinical work¬ 
force. 

“It is important to note that 
these are temporary and ur¬ 
gent, in that they will be re¬ 
versed in March 2016 and that 
we continue to recruit to our 
vacant clinical posts. 

“So far the trust has spent 
£5million on nursing agency in 
six months, compared to 
£6million for the whole of last 
year. 

“Our agency hotspots are 
mostly in the community hos¬ 
pitals."

ALMOST 400 people took the chance to have a 
say on plans for Seaton seafront. 

A model of a proposed multi-million seafront 
project was on public display in Seaton Library, 
and 370 people completed a questionnaire. 

Three years ago Seaton Town Council was ap¬ 
pointed as lead authority for a project to draw up 
a master plan for the seafront and parts of The 
Esplanade and Marine Place. 

The town council was asked by East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council (EDDC) and Seaton Regeneration 
Board to lead the project. 

The model that went on public display is a result 
of that process, and organisers said that plans to 
enhance the seafront received strong support in 
the public consultation. 

A total of 370 people, almost all of them Seaton 
residents according to the town council, re¬ 
sponded to the questionnaire. 

Of those who answered each 
question, 96.5 per cent agreed that 
the seafront “needs investment 
and enhancement", 88.6 per cent 
said “the proposals will improve the 
seafront", and 65.6% per cent 
thought the seafront “should be 
fully pedestrianised" rather than a 
“shared pedestrian/vehicular sur¬ 
face". 

Most of those opposed to the en¬ 
hancement scheme opposed full 
pedestrianisation. 

There was widespread enthusi¬ 
asm for events to be held at the re¬ 
vamped Fisherman's Gap, with 
over half the respondents writing in 
particular types of events which 
they would like to see, ranging from 
festivals, markets, food and chil¬ 
dren's events to music, various 
sports, and a Sunday bookstall. 

A town council spokesperson 
said: “Respondents wanted the 


seafront to promote boats and watersports. 
Many also wanted there to be strong promotion 
of all the attractions and shops in the rest of the 
town, with good maps and signage. 

“The proposals will now be re-examined by the 
town council and the architects in the light of 
these results. 

“Specific suggestions for improvements were 
made, popular ones including more seating and 
toilets, better lighting, a jetty, more planting and a 
sandy area, as well as ideas like extending the 
tramway to the seafront which is unfortunately 
outside the scope of the scheme. 

“These and other points expressed will be con¬ 
sidered before a planning application is prepared." 

Getting planning permission is pivotal as it 
opens the door to apply for major grants.

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Conan Doyle’s connections to Devon 


THE Honiton U3A saw more than 80 
members and visitors attend the October 
meeting at the Beehive, when local histo¬ 
rian Sarah Obermuller-Bennet was wel¬ 
comed to give a talk on the life and times 
of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle and his con¬ 
nections with Devon. 

Conan Doyle, born in Edinburgh in 
1859 qualified as a doctor and it was his 
medical profession that brought him to 
Devon for the first time in 1882, at the in¬ 
vitation of a university friend George 
Budd with whom he set up practice in 
Plymouth. 

However, the partnership did not last 


and Conan Doyle moved to Southsea. 

The audience learnt that the idea for 
Doyle’s famous Sherlock Holmes story of 
“The Hound of the Baskervilles”, was 
conceived in Norfolk during a golfing 
weekend with his friend Bertram Fletcher 
Robinson. The weekend was washed out 
by rain and thus their conversations 
turned to legends one of which was that 
of a black hound. 

Robinson, who lived at Ipplepen, intro¬ 
duced Doyle to Dartmoor and its atmos¬ 
pheric locations, which became the 
inspiration for the setting of his book. 

Doyle was a great sportsman and en¬ 


joyed boxing, golf, football, skiing and 
especially cricket. He played for the 
MCC and is famous for bowling out no 
other than WG Grace. It was cricket that 
brought him back to Devon in August 
1902 when he is recorded as playing for 
the MCC touring side in a match against 
Sidmouth. Whilst in Sidmouth he and his 
family stayed at The Royal York Hotel. 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s life is a vast 
subject and it was brought very much to 
life in Sarah’s lively, informative and 
often amusing presentation for which she 
was warmly thanked by the U3A chair¬ 
man, Susanne Jones.

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No rights of way into the public park 


■ IN 2012 a local resident and I, hearing that the 
Council intended to sell off much of Knowle’s public 
park and gardens for private housing, applied to reg¬ 
ister rights of way into the public gardens, fearing 
that access might be denied. 

The government Inspector has now ruled that, be¬ 
cause the public has used these access paths ‘by 
right’ (not ‘as of right’), legal public rights of way 
into the park cannot be established. The result is that 
there is now no legal guarantee that the public will 
be able to access the public park as the land con¬ 
cerned will belong to the private developer, Pegasus- 
Life. The latter have said they will allow 
‘permissive’ paths into the park but what if those 
who buy the retirement homes object? Will Knowle 
become a private estate like The Laurels? It is also 
interesting to see that PegasusLife have drilled for 
soil samples well down the lawned terraces, presum¬ 
ably because they hope to build there, across the 
footpaths claimed by the public. 

One is also forced to ask why EDDC spent so 
much Council Tax payers’ money hiring an expen¬ 
sive London planning barrister to stop legal rights of 


way into a public park. Is this yet another example 
of a Council serving the ‘needs’ of private develop¬ 
ers rather than the needs of the community?

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MO FACTS 


Albert Einstein had a moustache 
for over 50 years. 

Groucho Marx for many years 
wore a fake moustache of grease¬ 
paint on stage and film, then 
grew a real one later in life. 

In 1967, The Beatles gave away 
cardboard mustaches with their 
album Sgt. Pepper's Lonely Hearts 
Club Band.

• Be prepared. Before your first follicle breaks through the 
surface, choose the type of moustache that will grace your 
face by reviewing the inspirational Movember Mo Style 
Guide. 

A man committed to 
serious moustachery should have the following: a pair of 
barber scissors for precise trimming, a set of clippers for 
uniformity, a fine-toothed comb for guidance, a large mir¬ 
ror for a good view, a trusty razor, a steady hand and a de¬ 
termined mind.

350g/12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sul¬ 
tanas) 

100g/3!/2Oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or 
left whole 

100g/3!/2Oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
100ml/3V2fl oz stout • 100g/3y2oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V2Oz blanched almonds • 100g/3y2oz ground 
almonds 

100g/3y>oz fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/1 %oz 
plain flour 

100g/3y2oz frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra 
for greasing 

y 2 tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinna¬ 
mon 

2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3y>oz chopped glace cher¬ 
ries (or left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range 
eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado 
sugar, rum and stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to 
mix, cover and leave for 24 hours to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground 
almonds, breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cher¬ 
ries and eggs along with the soaked fruit mixture 
in a large mixing bowl, making sure you include all 
the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well 
until completely combined (let all the members of 
the family have a stir and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool 
place for 24 hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre/2 pint pudding 
basin with butter. Cut a circle of baking paper and 
place into the bottom of the pudding basin and 
then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing 
as you add it. Fold a pleat into the middle of a large 
piece of baking paper and place over the pudding. 
Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, ensuring the 
pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding 
basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan 
one-quarter full of water. Fold a long piece of foil 
into quarters lengthways to create a long strip and 
place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pud¬ 
ding basin and lower into the saucepan. Ensure the 
water in the saucepan comes one-third of the way 
up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere near 
the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip 
hanging over the side to make it easy to remove the 
pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the 
heat to a gentle simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 
hours, topping up the water level as necessary 
throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry 
out). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the 
pan and set aside to cool. The pudding can be 
stored for up to two years in a cool, dry place. To 
serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way 
through. Alternatively, remove the foil and reheat 
in the microwave.

Cricket St Thomas 


A cider-country jewel with a rum touch of maritime, 
Cricket St. Thomas is an elegant mansion built cl 820. 

Designed in the Regency manner by the famed neo- 
classicist Sir John Soane, the house is noted for its glo¬ 
rious Grade ll-listed gardens of mature cedars, maples 
and yews, on whose layout the 2nd Baron Bridport 
spent over £250,000; damming a stream, creating a 
chain of lakes and planting ornamental trees and 
shrubs. But for a country estate so rural in its setting, 
the story of Cricket St Thomas is decidedly maritime in 
flavour. 

In cl328, the manor was bought by Sir Walter de 
Rodney, ancestor of Admiral, Lord Rodney. Then, in 
1775, the estate was acquired by Alexander Hood, who 
was to assume second-in-command of the Channel 
fleet during the Napoleonic Wars. And to cap it all, the 
vice-admiral's heir Samuel Hood, the 2nd Baron Brid¬ 
port, married Horatio Nelson's niece Charlotte, whose 
uncle and Lady Hamilton were frequent guests at the 
house. 

Today you can readily appreciate and enjoy the lov¬ 
ing care that Lord Hood and his family lavished on this 
stunning estate. Within the grounds is the 12th Cen¬ 
tury parish church of St Thomas, which features the 
brocade cloth which adorned the Coronation altar in 
1953. 

All told, with a heritage as noble and as varied as this, 
it's small wonder that the BBC chose the estate of 
Cricket St Thomas as location for the popular sitcom 
To The Manor Born'adding a fitting extra dimension 
to a history that's already an embarrassment of riches.

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • Itsp Vanilla extract 
For the Father Christmas Topper 
250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, white & black 
• 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 4) and line a 
12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until pale and fluffy, then 
add the eggs one by one mixing in well in betweenm then add 
the vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until golden and a 
skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6 . Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal edge. 
Attach these using a little water, squashing the arms around the 
body. 

8 . Next make a small ball using the white icing for a pom pom 
and attach to the top of the hat. 

9. To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut out a small edged 
piece for his beard, and 2 smaller pieces for his moustache. 
Make a small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 2 small 
balls of white icing and small black icing balls for his eyes. 

10. To decorate your cupcake, roll out some chocolate icing and 
cut into disc, place this on the cake using some warm apricot jam 
to stick.

Here are GEM’s five simple steps for 
reducing the chance of a breakdown or 
malfunction this winter: 

1 Get the battery and charging system 
checked to ensure best performance. A large 
number of winter calls to GEM’s breakdown 
control centre relate to flat batteries. Cold 
weather puts a lot of strain on tired batteries, 
so consider changing it now to avoid the in¬ 
convenience of a breakdown. 

2 Ensure your car’s cooling system has the 
correct levels of anti-freeze, which is vital to 
prevent the water in your engine’s cooling 
system from freezing. GEM recommends you 
consult your local dealer or a qualified me¬ 


chanic to ensure this is done correctly. 

3 Check tyre tread depth and pressure 
weekly through the winter. Good tyres will 
ensure the safety systems on your car are as 
effective as possible. GEM recommends a 
minimum tread depth of 3mm (the legal min¬ 
imum is 1.6mm), as this will disperse much 
more water from the road and will minimise 
your risk of skidding and losing control.

Do you need new windscreen wipers at 
front and rear? Check for efficient working 
and use cold weather washer fluid.
